Each cover should also 
carry an endorsement requesting 
first flight service, and to which 
of the three destinations the cover 
is to be directed.

Vancouver to Fiji—25c 

Vancouver ot Sydney—25c 

All covers must bear CANADI- 
AN POSTAGE STAMPS. 

There will also be a handling 
charge of 10¢ per cover over and 
above the cost of the stamps to be 
aftixed. 

Collectors resident outside of 
Canada, not possessing Canadian 
postage stamps should forward a 
Post Office Money Order for the 
exact amount of the stamps to be 
affixed plus the handling charge 
of 10c per cover. Money Orders 
are to be made payable to the 
Receiver General of Canada. 

Checks, Postal Notes or stamps 
will not be accepted in payment 
for stamps to be affixed to the 
covers or for the service fee. 

Prepared covers should be sent 
under cover marked, Postmaster, 
Vancouver, Canada. The face of 
the envelope should also be mark- 
ed “First Flight Covers.” 

Closing date for service will be 
July 11. Any covers arriving at 
the Vancouver Post Office after 
that date will be returned to the 
senders at their expense.

In 
any case, the tendency which 
stamps in our temperate zone 
have of curling quite a bit on 
rainy days, is amplified consider- 
ably in the tropic countries or in 
high humidity areas. 

Generally, stamps can be dam- 
aged by heat, humidity and down 
right carelessness. The latter is 
probably responsible for most of 
the damage to stamps. 

It is rather foolish on the part 
of a collector or accumulator to 
put good hard cash into a stamp 
or sheet of stamps with the in- 
tention of cashing in at some time 
in the future, and then do nothing 
to protect the investment he has 
made. 

Some of this negligence is the 
result of ignorance as to what is 
considered good practice in the 
protection of stamps, while an-

in the way of ruined stamps. 

It should be realized that maga- 
zines and newspapers were made 
to be read and not to be used as 
a place in which to store stamps. 
And likewise cigar and candy 
boxes were made to hold far dif- 
ferent products than the stamps 
which are so carelessly consigned 
to their interiors by tight or un- 
informed collectors. 

Stamps stored between sheets of 
newsprint will in time get the 
same brownish color which the 
newspaper gets after it has lain 
around a while. This discoloration 
will not occur on the paper used 
in most of the better magazines 
today, but two disadvantages still 
remain. 

One, and this goes for the news- 
paper also, the first time the gum 
is made the least bit tacky by 
humidity it will stick to the 
paper. And two, the newspaper 
and the magazine do not iet the 
stamps“ breathe,” or sustain a cir- 
culation of air, a factor which has 
been considered quite necessary 
to the well being of stamps. 

In a cigar, candy or other box, 
stamps will have a tendency to 
curl, and when once this has 
happened to a block or sheet, it 
is quite probable that a numbef 
of the perforations are going to 
give away in the straightening 
process. That of course means the

/ curiosities piqued considerably by the appearance of ten full sheets 


of stamps which Newfoundland 


forated twelve. 

After the stamps had been 
printed, Newfoundland abandon- 
ed the flight on which they were 
to have been used, and recalled 
all outstanding supplies. 

Purchase of the ten sheets was 
admitted by Richard Rudolf of 
the Twin Cities Stamp Shop, St. 
Paul, but he would not reveal the 
person from whom they were ob- 
tained. 

According to the story in the 
St. Paul Dispatch, the stamps 
have an unusual value as items 
for Minnesota collectors,. they 
were printed in Minneapolis by 
special order of the Newfound- 
land government in 1932, and 
were to be used in connection 
with the proposed flight of an 
amphibian plane from Lake 
/ Minnetonka to London, 

After the plane had arrived at 
Minnetonka, and had made sev- 
eral trial flights, the entire flight 
was canceled by the Newfound- 
land government, and a block of 
25,000 of the “Way-zata” stamps 
which had been printed were of- 
ficially “recalled.” 

Newfoundland postal officials 
admitted at the time that they 
had trouble convincing persons 
who had purchased the stamps 
that they should be re-sold_ to 
Newfoundland. 

I. S. Lindquist of Minneapolis 
has had a sheet of the stamps in 
his own collection for years, and 
they were used as part of an ex- 
hibit in the recent stamp show in 
Hotel St. Paul. If other Minne- 
sota collectors have been holding 
stamps of the Wayzata issue, 
they have been quiet about it. 

The stamps are listed in cata- 
logues, and will still sell at the 
face value of $1 each, having 
picked up no extra market value 
during the 17 year interval. 

The stamp is not listed by the 
Scott Catalog. It is listed in the 
Sanabria Air Post Catalog as 
stamp number 304 under New- 
foundland. 

Rectangular in shape with a 
horizontal format, the stamp de- 
sign is rather attractive. It de- 
picts a flying boat over a portion 
of the globe on which can be 
seen the outlines of Newfound- 
land, Greenland and parts of 
Europe. 


Across the top is the country 
name while in a panel on each 
side is the date “1932”. In 2 lines 
at the bottom is ‘AIRMAIL POST- 
AGE/ONE DOLLAR” while in 
circles at each side of that in- 
scription are the value “$1,” 





World Health Congress 
Marked With Commem 


Italy marked the second World 
Health Congress held in Rome 
with a_ single commemorative 
stamp having a face value of 20 
Lire. 


First day of issue was on June 
13. Design of the stamp which is 
produced by photogravure de- 
picts the staff of Aesculapius be- 
fore a globe of the world.

Suggesis Commission 
To Pick New Stamps 


According to the New York 
Sun, a new approach is planned 
in the matter of authorizing com- 
memorative stamps for the future. 

Representative Miller of Cali- 
fornia, a member of the House 
Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee, has introduced a bill 
providing for the creation of a 
commission to pass upon and se- 
lect subjects for future issues of 
commemorative postage stamps. 
{This commission would consist of 
ithe Postmaster-General, who 
would serve as chairman: the Ar- 
chivest of the United States, Sec- 
retary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the Librarian of Congress 
and one member appointed from 
civil life by the President of the 
United States. 

If authorized this commission 
would select the commemorative 
stamps to be issued beginning 
with the calendar year 1950. In 
discussing his measure with a 
New York Sun reporter Repre- 
sentative Miller had this to say: 

“From what I have heard the 
Philately program of the Post Of- 
fice Department for the calendar 
year 1950 is to consist- of but 
twelve subjects. Prior to the 
Eightieth Congress the Post- 
master-General had _ authorized 
the issuance of all commemora- 
tive postage stamps. 

“As is well known this par- 
ticular Congress by resolution di- 
rected the Postmaster-General to 
issue special postage stamps in 
such numbers and without regard 
to merit as to bring down upon 
that body the just criticism of all 
those interested in philately. That 
body made a mess of the stamp 
business. 

“It is my thought that the mem- 
bership of such a commission as I 
have suggested in my bill would 
be fully competent to select only 
such events in our national his- 
tory to be commemorated through 
the issuance of postage stamps as 
would follow the policy enunciated 
in the years past. Only such issues 
of stamps would be authorized in 
the future that would commemo- 
rate important historical events 
connected with the nation’s de- 
velopment and progress through 
the years.” 





UAL'S Top Pilot 
Retires At 57 


Capt. E. Hamilton Lee, 57, Unt 
ted Air Lines record breaking 
pilot retired from active service 
on June 9, after 36 years as a pilot 
and with a log of over 4,400,000 
flown miles. 

Capt. Lee had learned to fly in 
1913 and was an instructor to 
aviators during World War I. He 
was also one of the pilots to volun- 
teer to fly the first airmail route 





between Washington and New 
York in 1918. This was the first 
experimental route sponsored by 
the Post Office Department. 

In time, Capt. Lee has flown 
every segment of the transcon- 
tinental mail route which was laid 
out originally.

There is quite a bit of activity 
afoot to have a stamp issued in 
1950 for the 50th anniversary of 
the death of Casey Jones, the en- 
gineer who was killed at Vaugh- 
an, Miss. on April 30, 1900. 

Most of the older generation 
will remember the popularity of 
the Casey Jones songs and verse 
which told of the wreck of the 
locomotive at the time Casey 
Jones was at the throttle. Casey 
started his railroading on _ the 
Gulf, Mobile and Ohio (GM &0O) 
and finished it on the Ilinois 
Céntral. 

There’s one now for you rail- 
road stamp fans! 

Data relative to the first days 
of two of the latest commems was 
issued by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

The Alexandria 6c commemo- 
rative airmail stamp issued on 
May 11 appeared on 386,717 first 
day covers—there were 801,671 
stamps sold for a value of $48,100. 

There were 441,802 of the An- 
napolis first day covers on May 
23, and 910, 632 stamps sold hav- 
ing a value of $27.318. 





A nice hot summer day is just 
about as good as any to tell this 
actual experience of two of Uncle 
Sam’s mail carriers in the winter 
of 1920. It is one of those stories 
about a Star Route which 
threatened you with several col- 
umns ago. 

The route extended from the 
city of Sandusky, Ohio to several 
of the islands in Lake Erie. In 
the mild seasons of the year, the 
mail was delivered by boat. In 
the winter time, it was delivered 
by a combination of boat and 
walking depending on whether 
the ice was solid or was broken 
up.

brothers, who carried the mail 
on that route were caught in a 
violent snow storm and running 
ice in making their rounds. They 
were carried down the lake by 
the resistless force of a drift in 
which they had become wedged. 

Their plight was not unobserv- 
ed since several of the islands 
had witnesses on their shores 
anxiously watching the impend- 
ing tragedy. The men were given 
up for lost. 

But through some _ intrepid 
maneuvering on the part of sev- 
eral boat crews, the brothers were 
finally rescued. 

They were in an_ exhausted 
condition and so completely cov- 
ered and weighted down with 
ice as to be absolutely helpless. 
Their caps were frozen fast to 
their heads and their clothes so 
loaded with ice that the men 
were unable to bend. 

Once inside, it was necessary 
to cut, chop and pull the ice cov- 
ered clothing from them. When 
they were finally freed from their 
icen sheaths, it was found that be- 
sides the great chunks of ice 
which still adherred to the cloth- 
ing, nearly two bushels of it re- 
mained to be swept off the floor! 


Here we go again, snooping, 
that is. This time a reader wants 
to know, “Why the heck the Ar- 
bor Day stamp had its first day 
at Nebraska City, Nebraska.” 

Of course, that is any easy one 
to answer. It was on account 
of Julius Sterling Morton. 

So before you scream, “Who 
was this Julius Sterling Morton,” 
let’s put on our “story behind 
the stamp hunting clothes” and 
check the records. 

To begin with, few collectors 
know that the Arbor Day stamp 
besides being issued for the 60th 
anniversary of the first Arbor 
Day, was also intended to com- 
memorate the 100th anniversary 
of the birth of the above named 
Morton. 

The first Arbor Day was cele- 
brated and observed in Nebraska 
in 1872. The day was set aside 
by the Nebraska Legislature after 
Morton, a member of the Nebras- 


I|ka State Board of Agriculture, 


had sold it on the merits of a 
yearly planting of trees to re- 
place those cut down, and also 
to help conserve the soil in bar- 
ren areas. 

Even back in 1872, Morton saw 
the advantage of using trees to 
curtail the loss of top soil through 
the violent dust storms and wash- 
ing by unchecked rains. 

orton was born at Adams, 
Jefferson County, New York in 

1832. Several years after his 
birth, the family moved to Michi- 
gan. In 1850 he enrolled at the 
University of Michigan, but com- 
pleted his education at Union 
College, graduating in 1854. 

The next year he settled in Ne- 
braska, first at Bellevue and later 
at Nebraska City where he found- 
ed and edited the Nebraska City 
News, the first newspaper to be 
established in the state. 

_He served in the Nebraska Ter- 
ritorial Legislature in 1856 and 
1857, and in 1858 was appointed 
Secretary of the Territory by 
President Buchanan. A _ few 
months later he became the act- 
ing overnor. Failing in his try to 

elected governor in 1866, he re- 
pode from politics until 1881 when 
he again ran for the same office. 

In 1893, he became a member of 
the cabinet of President Cleve- 
land as Secretary of Agriculture 
which he held until 1897. In 1901 
President McKinley appointed 
him as one of the members of the

His death occurred the next 
year in 1902, the country losing 
one of its greatest champions of 
re-forestation. 
had been Julius Sterling

but the value of his suggestions 
were so important that the 
grown-ups joined the children in 
helping to increase the forest re- 
sources of this country. The first 
official Arbor Day was celebrated 
on April 10, 1872 in Nebraska 
which is a holdiday there. It was 
on that day the children of that 
state planted over one million 
trees which 77 years later, in 1949, 
should have added immeasurably 
to the natural resources of the 
state of Nebraska and of the 
a States of America as 
well! 


1. It was the 8c value of the 
Columbian series which appear- 
ed on March 3, 1893.

2. The last stamp printed out- 
side the Bureau prior to its tak- 
ing over in 1894 was the 8c value 
of the 1890 issue noted above. 





Issue Warning On 
Fake Flight Covers 


Collectors of special flight ma- 
terial are being warned by the 
Penny Black Stamp Co. of New 
York City of two recent forgeries 
which they have found. 

Both are foreign covers, the 
first of which is to have originated 
in Italy on the occasion of a first 
rocket flight. According to word- 
ing on the cover, the flight is 
dated May 9, 1948 and took place 
between Albenga and San Remo, 
Italy. 

The special cachet, the “Rocket 
Label” and the cancellation are 
allforgeries. Nevertheless the 
stamps used are genuine enough, 
being the 4 and 8 Lire values of 
the Risorgimento issue. 

The second cover is one which is 
said to have been carried on an in- 
augural flight, August 26, 1948 
from Milan to New York City, 
by the Quadrimotore BE 308. 

On that cover the following are 
the forgeries:—The special label. 
the registration mark, the ambu- 
lant stamp cancellation “245 
Milan-Genoa” and the back stamp 
at the New York Airmail Field. 

Neither of these special flights 
have ever taken place which fact 
makes both of the-covers “Fakes.” 
Collectors can use the information 
above to identify such material 
and avoid it.

This Matter Of Want Lists 


We have now had several weeks in which to try out our new 
Wanted to Buy column and see if it will be practical. There are 
many reasons why it can not work successfully and many reasons 
why it can. We anticipate having to work with this for a couple 

@ months before we can get all the kinks 
out of it. In the first place the object of 
the column is to help serious collectors 
who are trying to fill in certain hard to 
find items. These are naturally higher 
priced items and we do not propose to let 
this list be used for people who are too 
lazy to write a half dozen dealers and try 
to find many common or ordinary sets or 
singles that they want. The object of the 
list is to help the real collector who has 
been unable to find certain hard to find 
items that he wants to buy to round out 
his collection. We can not check every 
list and see whether the stamps are com- 
mon or high priced, we have not time to 
do that but we must trust to you readers 
to be fair with us and not attempt to use 
this as a bit of free advertising to ask for 
stamps that you ought to be able to buy 
from some of the bigger dealers. On the 
other hand we know that want lists are 
PR eS something that many dealers dislike and 

GEO. LINN they are also something that about 99 out 
of every 100 people who claim to be stamp dealers, have no business 
looking at. For not one in 100 of those who pose as stamp dealers 
have a stock of the world that is big enough and complete enough 
to permit them to pose as being able to fill want lists. The problem 
therefore is for us to learn which dealers do have such a stock. 

If dealers who have a stock which is full enough that they 
can honestly pose as being able to fill want lists. we would be glad 
to have such dealers write us and give us a thorough statement as 
to their ability in this field. We also recognize that there are dealers 
who may have very thorough stocks of just certain countries and 
who are able to handle lists of such countries. We also ask that 
these dealers will supply us with information as to their special 
field and tell us what they can do in certain lines. We are not 
adverse to giving some free advertising to such dealers. We 
realize that if we can put the collector in touch. with the parties 
who can fill their wants that we are doing a service to our readers 
as well as to our advertising patrons. That is our object. So Mr. 
Dealer if you can tackle a general want list or a list of any special 
countries or group of countries, please let us know and we will be 
gine to publish that information for you in the hope that we can 

elp both you and the collector. 

Our listing is growing from week to week. We have already 
helped over fifty collectors find things they wanted and have thus 
made some sales for various dealers and we hope that these dealers 
will make regular customers out of these people. j 

At the rate the list is growing we are going to have to kill 
some of the earlier wants that are listed now. Therefore we ask 
every dealer who has a stock worthy of the time it requires to 
check this list to look over the list and try to help us wash up a 
number of these earlier listings. We either have got to have offers 
of these stamps or we will remove them from the listings. 

In the future we will refuse to list anything except by Scott 
mumbers or by any other recognized catalogue. Lots requiring de- 
scription will not be listed. Read the rules at the top of the column 
and follow them carefully. 

One lady in the east sent us about a dozen listings a month 
ago. Most of them looked like simple items and we listed them. 
Many of them have been found fér her. She has now sent us an- 
other lot of listings all of which look like items that should be easily 
found. In sending this list she also sent us about a dozen Postal 
Cards and failed to put her name and address on the face of them, 
expecting us to address the cards. Now please, if you want this 
service do not ask us to do any more work on it than is necessary. 
It takes a lot of our time and we certainly will not give more than 
is necessary. If you have not time to address your own cards, then 
do not send wants. We first took this list of wants and sent it to a 
New York dealer whom we believe should be able to fill most of 
the wants. We just want to find out if people are asking us to do 
heir work for them or not. When the list comes back from New 

ork we will return it to the party with her unaddressed cards and 
ask her to address them for us. We will also know if the list of 
wants is one that could have been filled by a little effort on her 

art. We must insist that the wants you send are things that you 
cove been unable to get after making a real effort on your own part, 
by asking several different dealers for the stamps.

MOROCCO TANGIER. The Brit- 
ish Post Office recently dis- 
closed the numbers sold of the 
Tangier and Morocco Agencies 
overprints of the British Silver 
Wedding and Olympic Games 
stamps. The figures which fol- 
low should cause most collec- 
tors to fill in any missing sets 


now. Here are the official 
figures. 
Tangier. Silver Wedding:— 


2%d—192, 513; £1—24, 102. 

Olympic Games:—2%d—101, 
965; 3d—101, 638; 6d—101, 175; 
1/- 96, 190. 

Morocco Agencies. Silver 
Wedding :—25c—411, 439; 45Pi. 
— 26,033. 

Olympic Games:—25c—107, 
309; 30c—100,030; 60c—94, 278; 
1.20P.—93, 304. 

These numbers indicate that 
the high values and complete 
sets should become scarce 
items. While low supplies do 
not always result in rise in 
value, the Morocco Agencies 
are popular and these _ sets 
should be among the best issues 
of 1948. 

NEW ZEALAND. The Health 
stamps of New Zealand issued 
every year beginning in 1929, 
have been very popular & have 
helped increase the popularity 
of all New Zealand stamps. 
The designs have been attrac- 
tive and the rapid increase in 
price for these health stamps 
has caused collectors to regard 
them as a good investment. It 
was always understood that 
each year all remainders (if 
any) were destroyed. 

The N. Z. post office depart- 
ment recently announced that 
remainders of the 1945 Peter 
Pan health issue will be used to 
frank letters posted at the offi- 
cial opening of the Pakuranga 
Health Camp. When figures 
were released for these 1945 
stamps, it was shown that near- 
ly 4,000,000. sets had been sold 
but nothing was said about any 
remainders. 

If the New Zealand post office 
still has substantial remainders 
of any of the earlier and rarer 
issues, there is always the pos- 
sibility that these remainders 
may some day be offered for 
sale. In such an event present 
prices could not be long main- 
tained, and New Zealand 
stamps will lose a great deal of 
their present popularity. 

The announcement states that 
two special date stamps are 
being prepared for this event 
and it is hoped that the stamps 
released for the Pakuranga 
Health Camp will not be sold in 
mint condition without some 
distinctive marking or overprint 


PAPUA. There were two print- 


ings of the 1930 one shilling air 
mail stamp (Scott’s C4), and ac- 
cording to Sanabria the num- 
bers issued are as follows. 

Ash printing 15,000. 

Harrison printing 2,000. 
Scott’s catalogue prices this 
stamp at $1.25 and makes no 
mention of the different print- 
ings. Gibbons’ London cata- 
logue prices the Ash printing 
at 6 shillings or about $1.20 and 
the Harrison printing at 27 
shillings 6 pence or about $5.50 
In the Ash printing, the lines 
of the background are broken. 
In the Harrison printing the 
lines in the background are 
elear.

Helicopter Airmail 
Service In Late July 


While it is not an official dec- 
laration of the inauguration of the 
helicopter airmail service which 
has been planned for the Chicago 
area for many months, action of 
Helicopter Air Service, Inc. indi- 
cates that it will commence on or 
about July 23. 

According to the plans of the 
company, it will fly airmail from 
the Chicago main post office and 
Municipal airport and surrounding 
communities. 

Initially, two Bell 47-D-1 heli- 
copters will be used for the mail 
shuttle service. 

August will see the company 
carrying on airmail service be- 
tween the Chicago airport and 30 
towns within a 30 mile radius of 
the airport. And if things go as 
they are scheduled, there will be 
43 towns getting the ‘copter ser- 
vice by the end of September. 

At the present time, the roof of 
the main post office in Chicago 
is being resurfaced to provide 
landing facilities.

‘Cachets From Canada 


The Canadian Post Office De- 
partment will assist in the ap- 
plication of three cachets to. the 
prepared covers of collectors dur- 
ing the month of July. 

Events to be noted are the 
Calgary Exhibition and Stampede, 
Calgary, Alberta, July 11 to 16; 
the Edmonton Exhibition, Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, July 18 to 23, and the 
Saskatoon Industrial Exhibition, 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, July 25 
to 30. 

Collectors are to prepare their 
covers with the names and the 
addreses kept well to the right 
hand side of the envelopes so that 
an area of approximately 242x3 
inches is free on the left for the 
cachet. Stuffers are to be insert- 
ed in each cover. 

Covers must bear Canadian 
postage stamps to cover the first 
class rate either by surface mail 
or air. These rates from Canada to 
the United States are 4c for the 
first ounce of surface mail, and 
7c for the first ounce of airmail. 

Those collectors not having 
Canadian stamps to affix to their 
covers should forward a Post Of- 
fice Money Order (No Postal 
Notes) for the exact amount in 
Canadian funds, payable to the 
Receiver General of Canada. The 
money orders are then to be in- 
cluded with the covers sent to 
each of the three postmasters of 
the above named offices to pay for 
the postage of the covers to be| 
sent from each. 

The Canadian Post Office De- | 
partment points out that cash or 
checks will not be accepted in 
payment for stamps.
